Oregon Court Rules That Dealer May 
Foreclose on Sales Contract Default

ORTLAND, ORE., Nov. 17.— 

Automobile sales organizations 
do not have to go into court in 
order to foreclose on a conditional 
sales contract where a default has 
been made in the contract, accord- 
ing to an opinion delivered by the 
Supreme Court of Oregon. Where 
there has been a failure or re- 
fusal on the part of the purchaser

be repossessed without legal pro- 
ceedings, according to the opinion 
just handed down.

In Dallas, Texas 


Dallas, Tex., Nov. 17 (U. T. P. 
S.).—The Dallas Automobile Club, 
the automotive dealers, the peace 
officers and the safety advocates 
of the city have joined in an ef- 
fort to obtain better braking for 
automobiles.

In Europe and other motoring 
parts of the world until recently 
the chauffeur-driven car was almost 
universal and as a result, Mr. 
Smith pointed out, the service sta- 
tion was less important. 

“This had the effect of lessening | 

he demand for local service sta- 
tions,” he said. “The fact that the 
automobile was used for pleasure 
only in many countries made own- 
ers tolerant of delays in obtaining 
parts and repair service.” 

Increasing use of labor-saving 
equipment abroad is expected to re- 
duce the cost of motoring and thus 
enlarge their motor markets, Mr. 
Smith added. Exports of service 
apparatus intended for servicing 
automobiles has increased steadily 
in the last four years. 

In 1923 the wholesale export 
values of these articles was $1,- 
076,357. In 1924, it increased to 
$2,841,453; in 1925, to $5,432,711; 
in 1926, to $6,861,746, while for ihe 
first nine months of this year it 
toialed $6,102,779.

While anything like the old Ford 
volume wlil not be attained until 
after the first of the year ,a siz- 
able output of certain models, 
principally the Tudor, is expected 
in December for distribution to 
dealers before January 1. So far, 
only the Tudor model has been 
turned out, and shipments of these 
cars to the more remote points 
are understood to have been 
started. 

Marked increase in gctivity at the 
Ford plants is in evidence. Various 
departments are being speeded up, 
and rush orders are coming through 
from headquarters. Production of 
parts has been under way for some 
time, and these are accumulating in 
large quantities. Employment of a 
Sunday shift at the Highland Park 
plant this week is indicative of the 
accelerated pace of Ford develop- 


| ments. 


Such parts as are interchangeable 
with the Model T, mostly minor 
ones, are being shipped to assembly 
branches, but as yet no shipments 
of parts to be used exclusively in 
the new model A have been made. 
Branch managers are now at Ford- 
son studying the assembly process 
for the new car 

There has been no marked in- 
crease in Ford employment re- 
cently, only a few hundred men 
being added each week. The as- 
similation of new workmen into 
the organization necessarily will 
be gradual at first, as the present 
force must be trained in new op- 
erations and _ production lines 
made to function smoothly. Em- 
ployment at the Ford plants is 
now approximately 65,000, against 
89,113 a year ago, and peak em- 
ployment last year of 100,000 men. 

Ford is planning further extension 
of the branch plant system in hi 
drive—now more intensive than ever 
—to reduce manufacturing costs 
Formerly branch plants were de- 
voted almost exclusively to the final 
assembly of cars. In the future, it 
is understood, branch plants at stra- 
tegic points will actually manufac- 
ture parts from raw materials. 

For example, the St. Paul, Minn. 
and Green Island, N. Y., branche: 
will manufacture radiators and bat- 
teries. and the Los Angeles, De: 
Moines and Kearny plants. will 
make upholstering materials. Thess 
plants will continue to assemble 
cars, but portions of their former 
territories will be allotted smaller 
assembly plants, which are to be 
established, says the report.
